(Or.), 
February 9 th .— Mr. 
1’ratt’s outfit train left Siskiyou at 2:30 
o’clock this m orning. The plow which had 
been derailed in the cut was replaced and 
by daylight a point about two and one-half 
miles beyond Siskiyou was reached. 
Mr. P ratt was up out of bed during the 
starting and busily engaged giving orders. 
At daybreak the plow with four engines 
started ahead to clear the track of enow and 
m ade rapid progress to where a washout 
was encountered in a large fill. Mr. Pratt 
and Mr. W allace were on the plow duriDg 
the trip through show, and were well 
pleased w ith the m anner in which she 
cleared the track of sm all slides and banks 
of snow which was in the cuts to a depih 
of about seven feet. 
A t the washout, which is about three 
mile3 beyond Siskiyou, the track had to be 
cribbed with ties, and it was after 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon before the work was com­ 
pleted. 
The washout wa3 about sixly feet long, 
and the ground underneath the track, 
which wa3 hanging by the rails, was so 
soft that shovelers had to dig down several 
feet for a solid louudation. 
About sixty men were at work, and your 
correspondent noticed Mr. Pratt him self 
several times at work with pick or shovel, 
or assisting in piling up ties so as to make 
a crib. 
H ydraulic jacks were used to lift the 
sagged track, aDd, considering the fact that 
ties had to be packed on m en’s shoulders 
for a couple oi hundred feet, the work of 
cribbing was accomplished very rapidly. 
The station of Steinm an could be plainly 
seen from the point on the track where the 
washout occurred, and the m en, particu­ 
larly all the engineers, were eager to reach 
the sidetrack, the latter h a v iD g about ex­ 
hausted 
the supply of water in their 
tenders. 


By G o’clock this evening all the outfit 
trains had crossed the track where it bad 
been cribbed and headed by a couple of 
engines with a snow plow, the whole out­ 
fit pushed on for the Ashland track, which, 
though sunk in m any places, was passable 
all the way, and only one stop was made, 
which was at Steinman, where all the en­ 
gines took full tanks of water. 
W hen about three miles from Ashland 
the electric lights of the town 
were 
sighted, and these beacons were hailed 
with delight by everybody on the train. 
On nearing the statiuu all the engines in 
the outfit commenced whistling, and their 
shrill shrieks were alm ost deafening. If 
there were any persons in town who were 
unaware of the approach of the trains they 
m ust have thought that a circus was com­ 
ing, or some grand excursion train like 
that of the “All-Americas” was about to 
pull into the depot. 
On the arrival of all the sections, which 
came along together, hundreds of people 
were found about the station, and when 
the train stopped a grand shout went np on 
all sides for Mr. P ratt's outfit, which bad 
just been twenty-five days in reaching the 
northern term inus of the Shasta Division. 
The homes of m any of the train crew 
were in A shland, and each one of them 
hurried to receive the welcome from their 
wives and children. All was commotion 
at first, but inside of half an hour the con­ 
fusion settled considerably and the crowd 
departed from the depot, leaving the trains 
standing on both m ain and side tracks. 
The R kcord-Union correspondent sought 
Mr. P ratt and learned from him his inten­ 
tions. “ I will rem ain here over night,” 
said he, "and perhaps we will not get 
started north before to-morrow noon. We 
will have to take on a fresh supply of beef 
here, rearrange our crews and have more 
m en before pushing ahead again.” 
Roadm aster Galvin, w hose district ex­ 
tends from A shland to Glendale, was in 
conference with Mr. P ratt to night and de­ 
scribed the condition of the road w ithin 
his bounds. 
H e stated that the track to 
Glendale wa9 in a tolerable good condi­ 
tion, and perhaps duriDg the run to the 
latter place, there would not be a delay of 
over half an hour along the way. 
H e had been working with a crew on 
the read and had just arrived here this 
afternooH. 
Mr. P ratt intends to let a good maDy of 
the outfit gang go, before he starts out 


a g a iD , and will employ m any m ore new 
m en here and along the road to G rant’s 
Pass. 


Fresh supplies are to be taken here be­ 
fore leaving, and only two engines will go 
from this place north with this outfit. The 
rest will either go back with those ot the 
gang who wish to return, or will wait at 
Ashland for further orders. 
There are five engines at G rant's Pass, 
forty-five miles beyond here, and there 
will be 
sufficient 
to 
carry the outfit 
through. 


Fifteen or tw enty carpenters were em ­ 
ployed to-night and they will work on the 
disabled bridges aud trestles along the 
route. An additional num ber of men will 
be hired 9C as to m ake a total of about 200, 
and with these it is expected that the road 
can be put in condition for travel as far as 
Portland, 340 m iles above. 
The m ain difficulty will be encountered 
between Glendale and Roseburg, a section 
of country know n as the Cow Creek Can­ 
yon road in this region is said to be in a 
very bad condition on account bo th of 
washonts and slides, and it will be a diffi­ 
cult task to get the track in shape again. 
There are imm ense slides, in which trees 
have been badly uprooted and carried 
down on to the track, where they now 
stand upright 83 though growing in solid 
ground. 


Cow creek was dam m ed up by one of 
these slides and the waters raising, over­ 
flowed the banks and washed out the track 
for a considerable distance, besides flooding 
the region in th at vicinity. 
Mr. P ratt has lum ber and ties enough 
w ith him to la3t nntil he reaches the lum ­ 
ber m ill beyond Glendale, and if the supply 
runs short ties and bridge tim ber can be 
turned out at the m ill in short order. 
Active preparations are being m ade to­ 
night for a start to-morrow, and your cor­ 


respondent will accompany th? outfit on 
their ¡ourr.ey to Portland. 


A LO N G T H E W IL L A M E T T E . 


C onciitlou at I n d e p e n d e n c e -D e sc r ip tio n 
o f th e F lo o d . 


I n d e p e n d e n c e (Or.), February 9 th .—The 
recent flood here has ceased to be the ab ­ 
sorbing topic of conversation. The losses will 
not be as heavy as was first reported, and 
business once more is getting into regular 
channels. The highest point reached here 
was on Tuesday, when the business street 
for one block was covered with water. No 
loss of life is reported anywhere. 
Prescott & Veuess lest their sawmill and 
several thousand feet 
of lumber. The 
wharves of the transportation companies 
h ire on the W illam ette are gone. 
A 
farmer living five miles ubove hero had a 
thousand bushels of wheat on the river 
bank. The water swelled the wheat, burst 
the bins and all was ruined. 
J. H. M nrphy, a farmer, lost 2,000,bushels 
of potatoes. The county bridge here is 
damaged about $400. The railroad trestle 
of the Southern Pacific is scarcely damaged 
any. 
To-day trains came from Portland to 
Derry. 
Derry is a station five miles from 
here, where the bridge is washed out. 
No 
other break is on the road to Corvallis, and 
trains will get through by W ednesday. 
The first letter m ail for a week came from 
Portland yesterday. The wires have been 
prostrated everywhere. The total damage 
to this town will not exceed $6000, al­ 
though the first estimates placed it at $20,­ 
000 
Several substantial brick business 
houses will be erected soon, and the Mayor 
of the city will order the sidewalks re­ 
placed, and soon no vestige of the flood 
will remain. 
In 1861 occurred the greatest flood ever 
known to Oregon, and this year came from 
one foot to eighteen inches of that year. 
D aring the highest water, when no means 
of communication existed with the outside 
world, the city of Salem sent a steamboat 
to our relief, thinking us iu distress. 
The Mayor of the city, R. Shelly, has 
sent a letter of thanks to the Mayor and 
citizens of Salem, saying: 
“ W hile we were 
not in urgent need of any assistance or sup­ 
plies, yet we shall ever hold you in grate­ 
ful remembrance for yonr profered aid.” 
The steamboats on the W illam ette are all 
at Salem and being loaded with freight for 
Portland. Navigation cannot be resumed 
fur several days, or until the locks at Ore­ 
gon City are opened. 
The $50,000 bridge which 
w b s washed 
away at Salem will be replaced with a finer 
one, probably a wagon and railroad bridge 
combined. 
Prescott & Verness have safely boomed 
in Luckiamete river nearly 6,000,000 feet 
of fir logs. The damage to the bridges 
through Polk county will reach nearly 
$10,000. 
Three m ill dams on the Ricreall, near 
Dallas, are wasehd out, at a loss of $5,000. 
No damage wa9 done to any of the business 
houses, and only inconvenience in North 
Independence. 


B R ID G E S S W E P T A W A Y . 


T lio L o sses in L an e C ounty F o o t U p 
O ver .*¡100,000. 
E ugene (Or.), February 9th.—The dam ­ 
age by flood in I.ane county is as follows ; 
Bridges washed away over the W illam ette 
river at Springfield, $16,000 ; over the Coa9t 
Fork on the Pleasant H ill read, $5,000; 
over the Coast Fork at Taylor’s, $3,500. 
The big bridge over F all creek, $1,700, and 
many sm aller bridges. 
The bridges partly washed away over the 
W illamette are at Eugene, the northern 
approach, $2,000; over the McKenzie at the 
m outh of the Mohawk, the southern ap­ 
proach, $1,000; part of the long Cayette 
bridges. The total damages in this county 
¡9 about $100,000, one-half to county roads 
and bridges and one-half to farms and pri­ 
vate property. 
Of the railroad bridges 200 feet of the ap­ 
proach to the Harrisburg bridge is gone. 
Two spans of the South Um pqua bridge, 
400 feet, is gone. 
North of here some railroad bridges are 
damaged and a few sm all bridges gone. 
The track is not greatly damaged. Trains 
will ruu between Eugene and Portland in 
a few days. 
Between Eugene and Ashland 
the delay will be greater because all the 
bridges and the track iu Cow creek canyon 
for twelve miles were washed away. 
Construction trains are working north 
and south. 
The water here was (wo feet below De­ 
cember 8. 1861, and one inch above Febru­ 
ary 13, 1881.

O r e g o n C it y (Or.). February 9th.—The 
water has receded so far as to permit of a 
rough estimate of the damage done here by 
the flood.

L IV E L Y PO L IT IC S. 


T lie L ib era ls an d M orm ons W ill M eet at 
the P o lls T o-d ay. 
S a l t L a k e , February 9th.—The cam­ 
paign for the city election here has been 
one ol the fiercest ever conducted any­ 
where. 
It really began last June, and has 
been growing in intensity ever since, and 
culm inating on the part of the Liberals 
with an imm ense torchlight parade Friday 
night, in which were 4,000 m en. The 
illum inations, 
bunting, 
fireworks, 
etc., 
made the city a blaze of light. 
Last night the Mormon parly had tbeir 
closing demonstration, which was much 
the same as the other, but only 3,000 in 
line: and there were much less decorations 
and illum inations, but an elegant display 
of fireworks. 
The campaign has been a great political 
educator, som ething 
needed here, and 
never before had to any extent. 
Thursday night's illum ination of the 
residences of the Liberals made the sky 
light up with a glare. Probably 2,000 
houses were lighted and decorated. 
The election takes piece to-morrow, and 
the Liberals are confident of nearly 1,000 
m ajority. The Mormons also claim they 
will be successful, but m ake no figures. 


G E N T IL E A N D M O RM O N. 


In te r v ie w s W ith L ea d in g M en on B o th 
S id es o f th e Q u estio n . 
S a l t L a k e, February 9th.—Never before 
in the history of the Territory has a politi­ 
cal campaign been so bitterly fought as the 
one which closed Saturday night for the 
election of m unicipal officers in this city 
on Monday. 
The question at issue has been neither 
Republican nor 
Democratic, but Mor­ 
mons vs. anti-Mormon9. The last election 
for members of the Legislature, which re­ 
sulted in the Liberals (or anti-Mormons) 
carrying the city by a m ajority of 41, has 
caused every m an to come out and work 
to the utterm ost—the Liberals to again 
carry the city and the people’s party (or 
Mormons) to prevent a defeat from which 
they could possibly never recover. 
The Interest is so intense that the Legis­ 
lature on Saturday adjourned over to Tues­ 
day. The city from one end to the other 
is decorated with flags aDd bunting, as 
though it was a national holiday, and dur­ 
ing the past week torchlight processions 
with thousands ot men in line have been 
parading the streets nightly. 
As to predicting the result of the contest 
to-morrow it is utterly impossible wi'.h any 
degree of accuracy. Both patties are confi­ 
dent of success, but the m ajority on either 
side will be very small. 
In an interview w ith an Associated Press 
reported to-day, F. S. Richards. Chairman 
of the People’s party, and one of the lead­ 
ing Mormons of the Territory, was asked; 
“ W hat will be the effect upon the admis­ 
sion of the Territory into the Union by 
either the defeat or the victory of the Peo­ 
ple's party at this election ?” 
“It should have no effect, for they are en­ 
titled to Statehood. Regarding local poli­ 
tics. doubtless the People’s defeat would 
tend to rujuove Liberal opposition to State 


hood, for the Liberal party is anxious fur 
Statehood soon, but not until it shall gain 
absolute political dom ination of Utah and 
her cities. 
But this act should not in­ 
fluence the Federal Government, for it is 
monstrous to m ake the sovereignty of a 
comm onwealth the plaything of local fac­ 
tions." 
“ W ill the election of the People's ticket 
retard the progress of the Territory’s im ­ 
m igration?” 
“No. Salt Lake is one of the most safely 
progressive cities in America, and tbat 
progress would be continued and encour­ 
aged. Im m igration of desirable citizens of 
all classes and the investm ent of capital 
would continue as in the past. 
Only the 
fictitious progress and influx of the disso­ 
lute or idle elem ent which attaches itself 
to a boom would be stayed.” 
“Does your party favor admission to the 
U nion?” 
"Ves, if the admission can be had upon 
a basis of equal rights to all Mormons 
whose conduct is in accordance with law.’7 
“ W hat is the general feeling in regard to 
the Edm unds and the Edm unds-Tacker 
A cts?” 
“The Liberals, of course, are gratified, as 
these Acts were calculated to afford them 
considerable and unreserved political help. 
But the people regard some ot their feat­ 
ures as intolerant and the least degree 
unnecessary. They went into the execution 
of the G overnm ent’s plan 
against the 
former practice of plural marriage, for in­ 
stance, arbitrary confiscation of church edi­ 
fices and other property, unw orthy a free 
Government, also giving all jury selections, 
even in civil cases, to the Liberals is 
deemed cruelly un-Am erican.” 
“ W hat will be the result to the Mormon 
Church ?’’ 
“ Nothing more than to any other church. 
Possibly discrim ination against individual 
members of the church m ight ensue. The 
result to our party would be the same as to 
any other strong party under such circum ­ 
stances. Political defeat is not always per­ 
m anent. The day m ight conte, and that 
quickly, when all classes of citizens would 
help our party back to power. One year 
ago the Liberals carried OgdeD, and soon 
there reigned such a saturnalia of whisky, 
women and gambling that the United 
States officials were obliged to intefere and 
enforce police 
regulations. 
The moral 
Liberals of Ogden expressed disgust with 
their own party, and wished the people 
once more iu control.” 
"A re not the Mormon Church aud the 
People’s party one?” 
“They are not. T hat idea is circulated 
for political purposes in order that an en­ 
actm ent against the church may be oper- 
erated against the party. 
M embership or 
affiliation w ith the church is no requisite 
lor the People's party standing or candi­ 
dacy.” 
“ Are the Edm unds and Edm nnds-Tucker 
Acts used for political purposes?” 
“ Y es; and that was the cause of their 
demand by the Liberal party. 
Anywhere 
else a political m inority is compelled lo wait 
until it reverses public sentim ent or gain a 
m ajority by legitimate accretions ol new 
citizens^ but the Liberals were too im pa­ 
tient for such ordinary methods. They 
wanted m easures which would give them 
im m ediate control, and because of the un­ 
popularity of the name of a mao they have 
obtained Acts disfranchising a large num ­ 
ber of pioneer citizens, and all the wo­ 
m en, and 
now they are striving under 
some cover to get Congressional legislation 
to take the suffrage from every man who is 
not a m em ber of the Liberal party.” 
“ W hat of the rum ors alleging that Lib­ 
eral frauds and usurpation have been ram ­ 
pant ?” 
"A ll the registration and election m a­ 
chinery is in the haDds of the Liberals. 
A 
spec:al registration car was ran to the Col­ 
orado line and gangs of laborers, who 
never saw Salt Lake, plied w ith whisky 
and registered. 
Scores of the People’s 
party—voters—were struck off the lists in 
defiance of the ruling of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
“Others of our voters who have lived here 
forty years have been challenged on the 
ground ot non-residence; others, who were 
past 50 years, on the ground of being under 
age. 
“The registrars, four of whom are candi­ 
dates on the Liberal ticket, are declared to 
be supreme, and we are told that we have 
no redress. 
Inspector John Bonfield, of 
Chicago, came here and exposed their 
frauds.” 
a g o v e r n o r ’s v ie w s , 
Governor A rthur L. Thomas, the most 
prom inent member of the Liberal party, a 
resident of Utah for eleven years and 
probably the best posted man in territorial 
politics was interviewed as follows; 
“Governor, there are rum ors that the 
election to-morrow may precipitate serious 
trouble; w hat is your opinion?” 
“I am of the opinion the election will he 
a peaceful one. Both parties are working 
to this end." 
“How will the result of the election ef­ 
fect Statehood?” 
“The Gentiles will probably carry the 
city by 5,000 m ajority. This place is the 
most im portant city. The Territory is in 
M ormon haDds and this election can have 
no imm ediate effect on the Statehood. It 
will be some time, probably years, before 
the Gentiles control the Territory, and 
Utah should not be admitted as a State u n ­ 
til a large m ajority of her people are in 
sym pathy w ith the 
Government. 
The 
Gentiles demand that when laws are passed 
they should be obeyed, and that when the 
Courts of last resort have decided the laws 
to be valid there should no longer be a con­ 
troversy respecting them . 
“The law of 1862, m aking polygamy u n ­ 
lawful, was flagrantly violated. The same 
law prohibited any church corporation 
holding more than $50,000 worth of prop­ 
erty. This was defiantly disregarded. The 
Mormon Church became a m am m oth busi­ 
ness concern in competition w ith our own 
people. 
A t the tim e of 
the passage 
of the Edm unds-Tucker Act it owned 
the Deseret 
telegraph 
system 
of the 
Territory, the m ajority of the stock in the 
street railway aud in the gas compaoy of 
Salt Lake. 
It also owned the Deseret Keen­ 
ing Alevs, the Salt Lake Theater, the Zion 
Savings Bank, large blocks of stock in the 
Dsseret N ational and other banks, and a 
large am ount of improved and unimproved 
property. 
"In addition to this, John Taylor said, 
in 1880, that the church owned $430,000 of 
the $1,000,000 of the capital stock of Zion’s 
Co-operative 
Mercantile Institution, be, 
sides large heads of cattle and other ani­ 
m als in different parts of the Territory, 
It was this vast accumulation of property, 
which was in violation of law, which led 
to the Act by Congress escheating this 
snrplus property to the public schools. 
It 
is a rem arkable fact though, that no Gen­ 
tile in Utah asked for the passage of the 
confiscation 
Act. They deplored it, as 
they 
realized 
they 
would be charged 
with trying to rob the Mormon. The Zion 
Co operative Mercantile Institution fonnded 
by the church is a greater meDace to busi­ 
ness interests than any trust which exists 
in the East. The Edm unds-Tacker laws 
have been sullenly subm itted to. 
The 
Gentiles believe that if an opportunity pre­ 
sented itself, the old system now partially 
repressed by federal law, would be restored; 
that many of the church doctrines and 
practices are hostile and inim ical to the 
Government, and these being accepted and 
followed by the people, necessarily places 
them in a hostile attitude to the’Govern- 
m ent.” 
“Governor, I have been told by the Mor­ 
mons that Gentile success means Mormon 
spoliation?” 
“Such a statem ent can only be made for 
effect at the East. It is a fact that there is 
not a case of record in the Courts of the 
Territory where, so far as I know, a Mor­ 
mon has ever been despoiled of one dollar 
by a G entile.” 


ANOTHER INTERVIEW . 
On the question of fraud, C. W. Powers, 
Cbairmt.n of the Liberal party, has to say; 
“ It is the last resort of a defeated party. 
The Liberals have kept strictly w ithin the 
law and have run au bouest campaign, 
open and above board. In June, when the 
battle began, the Mormon? commenced col­ 
onizing the city and continued the work 
nntil the close of registration. They brought 
from Mormon towns 1.250 m en, mostly 
slDgie, whom they put to work upon the 
sewers and.public canals. These men were 
not entitled to vote here, YVe traced them 
out and followed them so closely that only 
500 were registered. 
“ Under cur law it is the duty of the Reg­ 
istrars d u riD g the two weeks preceding 
elections to hear the objections of voters 
and strike cff those not entitled to vote 
from the list. 
IV e challenged these five 
hundred cc’.oniz t s , and also those whom 
we believe j to be polygamists. 
No man 
' was challenged w ithout reasonable cause. 


D uting the registration, John Bo."field was 
im ported from Chicago, ana brought with 
him m en whom we Lave ihowD to be 
thieves, thugs, burglars, and repeater.7, and 
they cry ‘fraud.’ 
Under the cover of this 
cry they hoped to vote their repeaters and 
work their tlim flamers. 
“The law under which the Registrars 
have acted is M ormon law adopted by a 
Legislature unanim ously Mormon against 
Gentile protest and was framed for the ex­ 
press purpose of preventing the Gentiles 
from obtaining a footing in the Territory. 
Now tbat the officers are appointed by the 
Utah Commission snd are Gentiles, the 
Mormons cry out against this child o f theh- 
own creating. 
Instead of fighting a m anly 
fight, they sit cn their haunches and bark 
like coyotes.”

Cashier Simmond3 wired General Cart at 
Fori Wingate, asking him to send a m es­ 
senger to F oit Defiance, forty-five miles 
distant, to apprise Agent Vandever of the 
Navajos of Colonel B um s’ proposition. 
It is supposed that Sub-Agent K . C. 
Adams has by this tim e reached Fort De­ 
fiance and laid the threat of the Indians be­ 
fore the agent. 
The San Juan r¡7er farmer. John Cox, 
who killed the Indian which originated the 
trouble, has signified his wiliingDess to 
staud trial in the Courts, as demanded by 
the Indians, but the sentim ent ot the set­ 
tlers is decidedly against paying them any 
cash. They declare that such a recognition 
of the Indians’ demands at this tim e would 
serve as an annoying precedent in the 
futnre and lead to endless demands. 
The agent at Fort Defiance may also take 
this view of it. preferring to have Cox sub­ 
m it to trial. On Monday next expires the 
date upon which, if Cox is not arrested or 
the $200 paid to the dead Indian's family, 
the Navajos threaten to take the m atter 
into their own hands and retaliate upon the 
settlers.

A l b u q u e r q u e , February 9:h.—A num ­ 
ber of prom inent citizens m et General Nel­ 
son A .

The veteran In ­ 
dian fighter, who put a stop to the m urder­ 
ous raids of Gerónimo and his gang of 
Apaches, is on his way to W ashington to 
appear before the Committee on National 
Coast Defenses. 
Y our correspondent talked with the Gen­ 
eral, and elicited the information that he 
would vehemeDtly protest against the re­ 
moval of the Apaches from Alabama to 
Fort Sill. The General is thoroughly ac­ 
quainted with the cutthroats and knows 
their hatred for the whiles, and he says 
that if removed to the fort, as recommended 
by General Cook, they will soon resume 
their raids of rapine and murder. 
The people of New M exiro and Arizona 
resnect Miles, but have no kind words for 
Crook.

m urderous raids. U nder the law s these A paches, 
though guilty of num erous m urders, and some 
of them u n d er indictm ent subject to the death 
penalty, yet through th e m ercy of th e G overn­ 
m ent were rem oved from th is T erritory to Flor­ 
ida, th u s settling the A pache problem , giving 
as a result unbroken peace and prosperity and 
alm ost donbling th e Industrial population of 
Arizona, From o u r long an d personal know l­ 
edge o f these Indians we know th ey w ill, if 
sent to th e In d ian T erritory, reach th eir old 
homes in Arizona iu less ih an tw o m onths, and 
re-enact th eir form er bloody career. Therefore, 
be it 
Besolred, T hat we. th e Society of A rizona Pio­ 
neers, representing the people of A rizona, earn ­ 
estly protest against the rem oval of these In­ 
dians to any place west o f th e Mississippi river, 
an d we resent any slur east upon G eneral Miles 
and his gallan t troops for the service to th e 
people of th is Territory in capturing an d re­ 
m oving these Indians. 


C O LO R ED D E SP E R A D O . 


M ik e M u ltags F a lls F ro m a B rid g e I n to 
a R a g in g T o rren t. 
W eavervillk, February 
8th. — From 
parties who arrived here from East Fork it 
is learned that Mike Mcltags, a m iner, who 
has been working for the North Star Com­ 
pany, was drowned. H e started on foot 
with his valise from the m ine to come to 
W eaverville. intending to m ake North 
Fork that evening. 
Next day his valise 
a block of matches, some of them burned 
and some wood, where he had endeavored 
to start a fire, were found a short distance 
above the wire suspension bridge that spans 
North Fork creek, which at that time was 
booming. 
Tracks were found where he 
had started to cross the bridge, but none 
were found on the other side, and there is 
no doubt that the man fell from the bridge 
into the raging current and was drowned. 
His valise contained a new suit of clothes 
and checks for small am ounts. Search is 
being made for the body, but no trace of it 
has been found. This make3 the third 
person drowned in the county this w inter.

THE FASCS 
IN FRANCE. 


It is both affirmed and denied that the 
young Orleans Prince, Philippe, returned 
to France with a document containing the 
abdication of his father as pretender to 
the throne of France, and conferring upon 
the boy the honor of the shadowy crown 
which the Orleanist house claims by di­ 
vine right to be its. 
We are inclined to 
the belief that the lad had just such a 
document, and that he returned to France 
for the purpose of rallying the remnant of 
the followers of the house of Orleans and 
forcing a revolution. 
Such a policy ac­ 
cords with the whole course of the Royal­ 
ists and the Imperialists of France since 
the republic put them to one side. 
The 
idea that the young man came back in the 
face of the decree of exile for the purpose 
of serving in the army is absurd. 
He 
knew very well that such a thing would 
not be permitted. 
W e assume, therefore, that the real pur­ 
pose was to foment discord and collect such 
a force as to compel President Carnot to 
recognize it as a belligerent. 
It was a 
hot-headed and boyish expedition, and the 
result clothes him with shame. 
Instead of 
regarding him as a hero and the savior of 
the nation, all France is laughing at him. 
T he most inopportune tim e in which to 
provoke a revolution is in the time of peace 
and prosperity. 
Financially, industiially, 
■socially, France was never iu a better con­ 
dition than to-day. 
The men of this hour 
were boys of five aud six when the Orleans 
house had such a following as to make it a 
menace to France. 
The traditions of 
kingly* rule have only a vague and indis­ 
tinct memory with them, and there is 
nothing in their experience to lead them 
to sacrifice themselves that one of the 
“anointed” may be proclaimed “King by 
Divine right.” 
Rural France has fixed for itself a new 
horizon; it has had enough of domestic 
war, and realizes fully that in the event of 
a revolution it would lie the chief sufferer. 
It has not forgotten that it once poured 
out its wealth and stripped even the rings 
from the fingers of its children and wo­ 
men to pay one enormous tribute to the 
folly and ambition of an Emperor. 
Its 
security is in leaving well enough alone, 
and this conviction it has repeatedly, in 
the past twelve years, manifested. 
The dramatic entry* of young Orleans 
and the farcical “wind-up” of his expedi­ 
tion in a prison is, therefore, but a passing 
surprise. 
It has not at all disturbed 
France, and in that fact is found the best 
possible evidence of the strength of the 
Republic in the National heart. 
There is one claim made hv the youug 
Prince for consideration that is amusing. 
H e asks that he may be permitted to serve 
in the army of his native land, on the 
strength of the service his ancestors ren­ 
dered to the nation in the forefront of 
battle. 
But he appeal’s to forget that 
these same ancestors, who won the plaud­ 
its of past generations for their gallantry, 
were battling not for the lilierties of a free 
people, but for the supremacy of thrones, 
and that some of their fiercest struggles 
were made in contest with other lines 
than theirs claiming the right to rule. 
The French freeholder of to-day is keenly 
alive to the fact that, armed with the 
ballot, he is his own king, and that he 
owes nothing whatever to the titled heroes 
o f eras that, with this generation, are little 
more than traditions. 
It is no wonder, 
therefore, that the Frenchmen of to-day 
are laughing at the Quixotic attempt of 
the bov, Orlpans, to rouse them to arms to 
■destroy, for a name aud a title, the peace 
and content of the present. 
Such knight 
errantry, to the mass of the people of 
France, is to day but a farcical episode, to 
be forgotten to-morrow. 


DAKOTA AND THE LOTTERY. 


North Dakota proposes, by Act of the 
Legislature, to adopt that which Louis­ 
iana, after twenty years of trial, spews 
out of its 
month. 
For public senti­ 
ment is so strong against the lottery in 
Louisiana, that it is accepted as beyond 
■question that the charter of the concern 
w ill be refused renewal. North Dakota, by 
this Act, would stain her virgin escutcheon 
and Lee in her career as a State under 
malign influences. 
It does not speak well 
for the civilization of the West that what 
Europe and the South abandon as perni­ 
cious. citizens of a new State are seeking 
to accept as a means to replenish a State 
treasury. 
The action of Dakota, if the 
b ill becomes law, would be more far- 
reaching 
than 
the 
bounds 
of 
that 
State— it would probably result in some 
other 
weak 
States, 
Nevada 
for 
in­ 
stance, starting rival concerns, and for a 
few years we would have the west side 
notorious as the gambling field of the na­ 
tion. 
The spirit of gaming is widespread ; 
wherever an avenue offers for investment 
in lottery chinees there are found patrons 
of ihe schemes in plenty. 
The laws ap- 
per to be powerless, even in California, 
ti**ainst this terrible influence, and while 
.denunciation o f 
the schemes is 
sown 
thick as the leaves in autumn paths, 


the laws that are intended to check the 
evil receive no new vigor. 
But the time 
must come in Dakota, as it does come in 
every community, as it has come in Louis- 
siana, when the eyes of the people will be 
opened to the monstrous evil and the 
infamy throttled. But such action will not 
atone for the ill done, if the bill passes; its 
effects will be lasting demoralization, and 
the profits that the State may reap from 
its prostitution to the lottery will forever 
lie regarded as are the wages of harlotry. 
The latest news is that a large body of tlie 
people are protesting against the measure, 
and the hope is entertained that, if the 
Legislature sinks to the level of granting 
the charter, the Governor will veto the 
bill. 
The protests ought to be fortified by 
the people of the Union generally and the 
local sentiment antagonistic to the lottery 
scheme he given all possible encourage­ 
ment and support. 


T hk San Francisco Bulletin is nervous 
to the verge of hysteria concerning the 
frequency of the “pop of the pistol,” and 
agitatedly asks, “What is going to be done 
about it?” 
It expresses the fear that we 
have entered upon an era in which the 
value of human life has declined, and in 
which the shedding of blood is to sup­ 
plant the security of person from assault. 
Certainly murder is rife, and the carrying 
of concealed weapons is really unconcealed. 
W e have this to content ourselves with : 
No condition is worse than a community 
deserves. 
If there is infraction of the law 
at San Francisco to such an extent as to 
alarm our contemporary, it is proof that 
the people are content that it shall be so. 
If lawlessness and not the law denominates 
it is chargeable to the people only. 
No 
riot runs in city or State if the citizens are 
resolved that it shall cease. 
If, on the 
other hand, they remove restraint, toast 
at home and leave the execution of the 
laws at the mercy of the lawless, they have 


110 reason whatever to complain and are 
entitled to no sympathy. 
Every com­ 
munity is just as good and secure and 
orderly as it deserves to be, and more 
than that it is not necessary to sa y ; that 
covers the whole ground of the complaint 
of our contemporary. 
It names half a 
dozen “causes” to which it attributes the 
frequency of crime in the metropolis, hut 
underneath them ail is the consenting 
sentiment of the governed. 
At that level 
the true cause for lawlessness is found. 
The Bulletin evidently perceiving this, ex­ 
plains in excuse, that the people are not 
governing themselves but are governed by 
elements that draw their strength from 
the very class that defies the law. 
But if 
this is true, if the liberties of the people 
of San Francisco have been usurped, we 
still affirm that 
they themselves are 
chargeable for the condition, and in them­ 
selves is to be found the only remedv for it. 


As t h e proposed new rules of the House 
of Representatives are here understood, 
there does not appear to be any objection 
that can be raised to them that will gain a 
foothold with the people. 
It is now pro­ 
posed that the rule shall be ujion the call 
of the roll that the record shall show all 
voting aye and nay, those absent or ex­ 
cused, and those present but not voting. 
The latter record is to be made on the sug­ 
gestion of any member that another is 
present but not voting. 
Thereupon, if the 
record of those not voting and those vot­ 
ing shows a quorum present, it shall be so 
declared. 
This would appear to be simply 
a means of ascertaining the actual facts 
concerning the bodily presence of the 
members of the House, and to that we do 
not perceive any objection that is strong 
enough to justify any party going to the 
country upon it. 


T h e Grand Jury of San Francisco has 
denounced the jail of that county as a dis­ 
grace to the city and a shame to civiliza­ 
tion—a regular “Black H ole” of Calcutta. 
That is certainly not courageous, since it is 
simply the recital by an official body of 
facts known to all people of that city who 
read. 
Let the Grand Jury now turn its 
attention to the Industrial School, and 
prove to the people of the State what a 
useless and shameful institution it is—a 
nursery of vice and a training school for 
the graduation of criminals.

CONGRESSIONAL 
PRO G R A M M E. 


W liat tlie S enate au d H ouse W ill W ork 
U pon T h is W eek. 
W a sh in g to n , February Oth.—The new 
code of rules will be the chief subject of 
interest to come before the H ouse this 
week. 
It is the intention of the Committee 
on Rules to cali it up as soon as possible 
and to ask the House to so lim it it as that 
final aclion on the subject may be reached 
w ithin two or three days. 
W hile m any of the features of the new 
rules are obnoxious to the Democrats, it is 
not probable that opposition will be m ani­ 
fested otherwise than by speeches, and by 
adverse votes on them , provided the m in­ 
ority be atiorded w hat they regard as rea­ 
sonable tim e for discussion. 
The Committee on Elections may report 
the contested election case of Atkinson ver­ 
sus Pendleton, and action upon that case 
will consume the rem ainder of the week. 
There are indications that Blair’s educa­ 
tional bill in the Senate will run through a 
week, and perhaps a longer period, before 
a vote is taken. 
The bill to organize a territorial govern­ 
m ent for Oklahoma will probably be dis­ 
posed of in the m orning hours, and any 
odd hours of tim e therein rem aining will 
be devoted to miscellaneous “ unobjected” 
business on the calendar. 
The executive session of the Senate will, 
it is expected, consider the nom inations of 
Morgan to be Commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fairs; Dorchester, to be Superintendent o( 
Indian Schools, and W arm outh, to be Col­ 
lector of Cnstoins at New Orleans—all of 
which are subjects of controversy. 


SECRETA RY 
TRACY. 


H e H as a S liort T alk W itli C hief P a rris h , 
o f th e F ire D ep a rtm e n t. 
W a sh in g to n , February 9th.—Secretary 
Tracy and the President took a loDg drive 
this afternoon, and on their return stopped 
at Lieutenant Mason’s, where the Secre­ 
tary spent about an hour w ith Mrs. Wil- 
m erding and daughter. It was then de­ 
cided that the final interm ent of Mrs. and 
Miss Tracy should be at Brooklyn. 
The Herald to day has an interview with 
Chief Parrish, of the Fire Department, in 
which the Chief graphically describes the 
m eeting between himself aud the Secretary 
yesterday. The Chief said: “ W hen I en­ 
tered the room the Secretary advanced and 
met me, extended his hand, and said; 'Mr. 
Parrish, I have heard of your heroic con­ 
duct toward me and mine, and I owe you a 
debt I never will be able to pay.’ 
"I noticed that the Secretary was still 
laboring under much excitement, and any­ 
thing that was to be said would have to be 
moderated in order not to affect him too 
deeply. 
“ I told the story of how, on reaching the 
residence, I saw that unless speedy work 
was accomplished the house was doomed, 
and imm ediately deployed several engine 
companies to cover the various portions of 
the building. 
I m inutely described how I 
found him , and how I struggled and strug­ 
gled to get him out, and after succeeding,of 
going back to look for the other bodies. 
“ W hen I reached the point about his 
daughter the Secretary buried his face in 
his hands and wept. 
W hen he had m as­ 
tered his feelings he asked me several 
questions.” 
The Secretary then gave the Chief his 
own account of the fire. 
H e said he was awakened by some one 
knocking at the door. H e hastily arose 
and remembered slipping on his pantaloons 
and groping his way to the window, which 
he managed to raise. 
On looking out be 
saw a m an in a sm all alley next to Mr. 
Rheem ’s house, the only person he rem em ­ 
bers to have seen, for on turning to go to­ 
ward the door, which he thought he 
opened, he seems to have lost his conscious 
ness. 
H is wife was in ihe room with him , and 
he thinks she wes trying to get her clothes 
on, and when he became unconscious she 
m ust have last valuable time and sacrificed 
her own safety in trying to save her hus­ 
band, necessitating that fearful leap from 
the window. 
“ From the tim e I turned from the w in­ 
dow and made for the door everything was 
a perfect blank until I regained m y senses 
after the disaster.” 
“Don’t you th in k ,” said the Chief, “that 
if you had m ade for the back stairw ay, the 
one I came up, yon would have escaped?” 
“Possibly,” replied the Secretary, “ but 
you see the house wa3 almost new to me 
I had never gone down the stairway in my 
life, and really it never entered my m ind.” 
The appearance of the Secretary is hag­ 
gard, the Chief says, and it will probably 
be m any m onths before he recovers fully 
from the terrible shock he sustained. 


R e-C oining Coin. 
W ash in g to n , February 9th.—Mr. Conger, 
Chairm an of the House Committee on 
Coinage, has introduced a bill to re coin 
subsidiary coin into such coin as the pub­ 
lic can use. This will be into dimes and 
quarters. If the past experience of thp 
departm ent is followed, there are now in 
the Treasury $22,500,000 in these coins 
which Mr. Jordan, the late Treasurer, calls 
unavailable assets. 
Of this am ount $400,­ 
000 are half dollars, coined after the re­ 
sum ption of specie payments, and for 
which no demand had been made. 
It is 
known that the Treasury has made about 
$70,000,000 in profit by buying bullion at 
abont ninety-seven or ninety-eight cents 
and turning it out to tbe people at one 
dollar. 
It is out of this profit that the ex­ 
pense of re coinage is expected to be paid. 
New P ay m aste r-G en eral. 
W ash in g to n , February 9th.—The ap­ 
pointm ent of a new Paymaster-General of 
the arm y may be looked for in a week or 
two. 
A vacancy occurs by the retirem ent 
on W ednesday of General Rochester. There 
are m any candidates fjr the place. The 
impression prevails at the Departm ent that 
Colonel C. M. Terrell, of the Pay Depart­ 
ment, will be General Rochester’s successor.

THE TRUE AND FALSE. 


D re a m e rs an d T h eo rists vs. th e T ru th s of 
C h ristian ity . 
At St. Paul’s Church yesterday the rec­ 
tor, Rev. J. F. von H errlich, preached an 
interesting serm on from the text: “ The 
prophet that hath a dream, let him tell ii 
as a dream ; but he that hath m y words, 
let him speak. Speak m y word faithfully. 
W hat is the chaff to the w heat? saith the 
Lord.”—Jerem iah xxiti., 28. 
"Before this text was uttered by the 
prophet Jerem iah,” said the speaker, "pop­ 
ular faith in everything worthy of the name 
of God had gone out of favor in Israel. 
Just as in this city, or anywhere, when 
people are living low and unw orthy lives, 
they tr.y to persuade themselves that Divine 
justice does not prevail, and that there is 
not m uch in religion. Judah had drifted 
into doubt and skepticism and dropped 
down into that agnosticism which has ever 
been the favorite refuge of those who 
would comfort sinners by silencing con­ 
science.” 
The speaker said that in all that land 
Jerem iah—then thirty-four years of age— 
was the only man who implicitly believed 
that God had spoken to m ankind, and that 
His word m ust be obeyed it the people 
would obtain His blessing and favor. The 
people said that Jerem iah was mistaken, 
and asked: "W ho hath heard the word of 
the Lord? 
W ho is sure that God hath 
revealed him self?” 
But they kDew that if 
they broke down the faith of the masses in 
God, they must find a substitute, for man 
m ust believe in and worship something. 
He m ust have some kind of God and 
some 
kind 
of Bible. He will either 
worship slicks and stones, suns and plan­ 
ets, 
or 
mythological 
deities. 
H e will 
read God’s will from flying birds, or burn­ 
ing entrails, or from the augur, the altar, 
the oracle, or the seething cauldron—from 
the m anifestations of m atter, or the rap- 
pings of BO-called sp irits! 
So, when the 
people of Judea lost faith in tbe word of 
God, they took to dreams aud all sorts of 
theories, until Jerem iah, vexed in soul, 
cried out the warning quoted in the text. 
After a vigorous criticism of those who 
attem pt to paltn off their m ental vagaries 
and empty theories as authority in relig­ 
ious matters, the reverend speaker went on 
to show that—bad as onr national and re­ 
ligious lives may seem—things are better 
now than in the dark days of the valiant 
son of H elkiah; purer and nobler than 
when Judea was under the sway of Zede- 
kiah. To-day God’s word is revered and 
bowed to by the masses. 
There are dreamers and scoffers yet, how ­ 
ever, and the speaker went on to an ak zs 
the several classes—the atheistic, the pan­ 
theistic, 
the 
agnostic—illustrating tbe 
weakness of each by comparisons with the 
evidences of God’s existence and wonder­ 
ful power. 
“Our faith,” he said, “does not 
stand on m ere theory and speculation—it 
is a m atter of knowledge, of conviction and 
experience. The great laws of God and 
life have proven that men reap what they 
sow, both here and hereafter: and it is veri­ 
fied in the blighted lives—in the sorrows, 
the wrecks and suicides we see abont u s!” 
He then drew a charm ing picture of the 
Christian home, “ with its love and light, 
its joy and brightness—where the very at­ 
mosphere seems to throb with holy tender­ 
ness—the result of our blessed religion, the 
religion of Je su s!’’

TOPICS OF THE TURF. 


SOMETHING OF THE EAELY HISTÚSY 
OF THE FAMOUS NORFOLK. 


H ow Theodora 
W inters 
H apjiened 
P urchase the Sire o f H is Great 


Colt, E l B io K ey.

sates at Sacramento asi all. it s reported 
that he is showing up well. 
To show the dimensions to which the 
trotting interests of California has grown, 
it is only necessary to say that 109 second 
paym ents were m ade from this State alone, 
to the New York Spirit of the Times purse. 
L. U. Shippee, of Stockton, will send to 
the Peoria F air Grounds, Illinois, two car­ 
loads of trotters, principally youngsters by 
1 H aw thorne 10,935. 
The sale takes place 
on the 7th of March. 


Nearly all the old-time turfm en of Cali­ 
fornia can recall in a general way the 
events in the early career of Norfolk, the 
fatuous 
racer 
th at 
Theodore 
W inters 
brought to California nearly th irty years 
ago. 
The old horse still lives on the ranch 
of his owner, to whose w ealth he has added 
m any thousands of dollars in the produc­ 
tion of famous colts and sires. T helastnum - 
ber of the Breeder and Sportsman contains 
a sketch of Norfolk’s early career, from the 
pen of “G rim ,” one of its stall writers, 
which will be read with interest not only 
by the pioneers of the California turf, but 
by the thousands whcse only knowledge of 
Norfolk has been gained from occasional 
newspaper paragraphs and the gossip of the 
stables. 
“G rim " says: 
T here is a certain am ount of fascination 
to all loverB of the sporls o f the tu rf in 
reading anything that appertains to th e old 
celebrities who have achieved honor on 
the track, and certainly, to residents of 
California, the nam e of Norfolk will be 
ever green, and reminiscences about the 
great unbeaten horse are alw ays in order, 
and it is a source ot satisfaction to m e to 
add another good word for the horse that 
has tended so much to bring tbe m erits of 
California as a breeding State before the 
world at large. 
H is progeny have been of 
tbe best, and the fame of E l Kio Rey is 
only surpassed by the bounds of the earth. 
Y'et even w ith the wonderful career ot the 
great two-year-old so vividly before us, we 
are promised a still greater wonder in his 
younger brother, who has show n already 
some really marvelous performances. 
It is 
only a few days ago tbat I happened to 
cros3 the bay, and on the boat m et Dick 
Havey, who came out to California with 
the unbeaten Norfolk shortly atter his p u r­ 
chase by Mr. W inters. 
As we were both going in the same direc­ 
tion, a great deal of the tim e was spent in 
discussing old racing stories, and it was 
only natural that Norfolk and his career 
should occupy m ost of our conversation. 
Dick recalled tbe day when Norfolk started 
at the Abbey racecourse, the day when he 
stam ped him self as the superior of any 
racehorse in the country, w inning in a 
comm on gallop from such a grand thor­ 
oughbred as Tipperary, in addition to a 
large field of borses. 
N otw ithsianding he 
ran away before the race and completed a 
full m ile in 1:17, he was brought back and 
the judges allowed the trainer five m inutes 
to prepare him for the start. 
W hen the 
word was given he cut out the work and 
again the mile was compassed, in 1:46, 
Norfolk winning as he pleased. 
After the 
race Mr. W inters looked him carefully 
over, as did also Jim Eoff, w ho was with 
the party. 
As will be remembered, there was a 
spirit of rivalry existing between C. H . 
Bryan and Theodore W inters. The former 
owned Lodi, and he had beaten a favorite 
m are of Mr. W inters, and the latter deter­ 
m ined to go back East and buy the best 
horse that m oney could procure, for he 
wanted to get even with Mr. Bryan for past 
losses. 
It was with this object in view that 
caused him to visit St. Louis, and as before 
stated, he exam ined Norfolk thoroughly 
w hen the race was over. M r. Alexander 
was asked w hat he would take for the colt 
and he answered $15,000. 
Mr. W inters 
agreed to take him , and the gentlemen 
were to m eet next m orning and complete 
tbe sale. 
W hen the buyer and seller m et next day 
Mr. A lexander told Mr. W inters that he 
could not have the horse, and gave as his 
reason the wager he made that he would sell 
a colt by Lexington for more money than 
lie paid for tbe old horse. 
Mr. W inters 
then asked what would purchase Norfolk. 
Mr. A lexander answered: “I will have to 
raise you a dollar.'’ 
Eofl began laughing, 
and said he would pay the extra dollar, 
w hereupon the money was paid and the 
great horse changed owners. 
H e was en­ 
tered in several races in the North, among 
others, tbe first Derby ever instituted in 
this country. The race was to take place 
at Patterson, N. J., but as Mr. W inters had 
business in W ashington, the horse was 
sent to New Jersey under the guidance of 
Mr. Eofi. 
John Morrissey was then a prom inent 
feature of the turf, and it was not long be­ 
fore he and Eoff met, and discussed the 
probability of Norfolk winning. 
Tbe out­ 
come of the interview was that Eoff bet the 
noted gambler $1,060 that Norfolk would 
not start in the Derby. 
He also wagered 
him $3,000 tbat if Norfolk started the colt 
would win. 
Before the race the two men 
again met and m any more thousands were 
bet. There were thirteen starters in the 
race, and it is now historical with what 
ease the son of Lexington and Novice 
won. 
M orrissey's losses m ade him very much 
annoved, and he m anipulated things so 
that Norfolk and Eoff were ruled off prior 
to the second day’s racing, in whicn Nor­ 
folk was entered in a two-mile and a quar­ 
ter dash. 
As it is reasonable suppose, Eoff 
was “m ad all over.” 
H e knew perfectly 
well whose hand had m anaged one of the 
greatest wrongs ever perpelrated on a race 
track. 
It was a diabolical outrage, and 
was so characterized by all lovers of fair 
play. Norfolk could not possibly have 
lost, but it did not suit the schemers to al­ 
low him to start. Morrissey and Eoff met, 
the former trying to induce the latter to 
m atch Norfolk, but the interview only re­ 
sulted in talk, and nothing cam e of it. 
On July 13th Norfolk was shipped, there 
being on the same vessel Messrs. W inters, 
Eoff, Pickett, Barker, Marsh and Havey, 
he having been engaged to come to Cali­ 
fornia imm ediately on the conclusion of the 
Derby, having rode one of the horses in 
that race. Tbe voyage was a very tem pest­ 
uous one, and it was thought by m any that 
they would never see land again. 
Thirty- 
one days were consumed on the trip, Nor­ 
folk landing in good shape. 
W hat he 
accomplished af:er his arrival in this State 
is too well know n to need recapitulation 
here. Mr. W inters was am ply repaid for 
his outlay, as he accomplished w hat he de­ 
sired, v iz: to beat Lodi. 


SUNOL'S BBOTHER WELLINGTON. 
A New York dispatch of yesterday says 
that a dispatch from Lexington, Ky., re­ 
ceived on Saturday evening, announces the 
sale of the Electioneer stallion W ellington 
to Judson H . Clark, of Elm ira, N. Y’. The 
price for which Clark secured this prize 
from his tem porary owner, John E. Mad 
den, is not given, but it m ust have been a 
round sum , for W ellington’s veins are full 
of w bat is just now as fashionable blood as 
there is in America, being by tbe famous 
California stallion Electioneer, out of W ax- 
ana, the famous granddaughter of the still 
more famous thoroughbred stallion Lexing­ 
ton. By his breeding it will be seen that 
W ellington is a full brother to Robert Bon­ 
ner's favorite filly Sunol. W ellington is two 
years older tban his more famous Bister, 
having been foaled at Palo Alto on May 5, 
1S34. " 
, 
Mr. M adden purchased the colt about 
m onth ago, and is said to have given $20,­ 
000 for him . 
If this is true, he has proh 
ably turned a handsom e penny. 


THE TEEBLEES MARIAN.

The school law was amended by the last 
Legislature so as 
to provide gram m ar 
school courses in the various school dis­ 
tricts. Section 1663 of the Political Code 
now provides that the Board of Trustees of 
any district may, upon petition or other­ 
wise, call meetings of the qualified electors 
of the district, to determine w hether or not 
the gram m ar school course shall be taught 
in such district. If such course be chosen 
it shall thereafter, in such district, be sub­ 
stituted for the course prescribed for the 
gram m ar grade. 
This gram m ar course is to be of such 
character as to fit pupils to enter the scien­ 
tific departm ent of the University. This 
gram m ar school course, it is provided, 
shall be divided into four grades of one 
year 
each, and 
these 
constitute “the 
course.” 
This is intended to give to coun­ 
try districts the same advantages that regu­ 
lar gram m ar schools extend to children re­ 
siding in towns or cities, instead of confin­ 
ing them to the m ixed school, divided into 
prim ary and gram m ar grades. 
It is pro­ 
vided that under the new system there 
shall be yearly exam inations in each grade 
and that diplomas m ay issue to stndeuts in 
the gram m ar school course. It is further 
provided that for each pupil enrolled in 
the gram m ar school course the State Su­ 
perintendent 
shall apportion the State 
school fund so as to allow $3 a head for 
such pupils. 
Thus far none of the districts in this 
county, outside of this city, have applied 
for the establishm ent of the gram m ar 
school course, and hence cannot derive any 
benefit from the State apportionm ent for 
the pupils of such schools.

New Y oek, February 9 th —A Journal 
cable special from Paris gives the following 
details of the Goufife m urder, which is now 
the sensation of Paris and for which Gab- 
rielle Bompard is held as an accomplice, 
she having made a confession to the police 
that Eyraud, her lover, com m itted the 
crim e 
Gouffe made an appointm ent to meet the 
girl in her room at 8 o’clock in the even­ 
ing. W hile the young woman wss enticing 
the huissier to hia doom E yraud went to a 
hardw are store and purchased two pulleys 
and a clothesline. 
A t 5 o'clock he called 
at the house and completed hi9 prepara­ 
tions. 
Eyraud first planted a strong nail in 
the wall of an alcove, which he carefully 
screened by mean3 of a portiere, and, after 
bending the nail, he bung the pulley on it, 
m aking a running noose w ith the clothes­ 
line. 
His n est move was to suspend a 
second pulley from the ceiling in the center 
of the room. 
T he rope was soaped andslipped through 
th e pulley. 
An arm chair—the only piece 
of furniture in the room —was placed under 
the noose. Then E yiaud concealed him ­ 
self behind the portiere and awaited the 
coming of his victim. Soon G oufierang 
the bell. 
H e was adm itted by Gabrielle 
Bom pard. H e rem arked that it was strange 
th at there should be only one chair in the 
apartm ent. 
“ B ut that's for yon; you m ust be tired,” 
quickly replied Gabrielle, 
“so pray be 
seated.” 
T he unsuspecting huistler sat down, and 
w as in the v ery a c t o f begging her to come 
and sit on hio lap w h e n the fatal noose 
dropped s ile n ’ly fro m the ceiling and en­ 
circled hia necir. 
T h e n E yraud pulled at 
the rope, but it stuck in the second pulley 
and would n o t work. 
Fearing that his 
victim would escape, E yraud rushed from 
behind th e p o rtie re catling, “Oh, 
you 
wretch, would you rob m e of m y sweet­ 
heart?” and seizing the huissier by the 
neck he strangled him to death. 
The girl, terrified at this brutal assassina­ 
tion, attem pted to interfere, but Eyraud 
produced a dagger and threatened to kill 
her. Then Gouflfe’s body was searched. 
They found 150 iraacs and some papers, 
but they did not hesitate to w ithdraw a 
diam ond ring from the dead m an’s little 
fiD g e r . 
They then undressed their victim 
and placed Lim in a lined sack, made by 
Gabrielle Bompard, after w hich the corpse 
was bundled into the trunk. 
T he next day E yraud and Gabrielle took 
the trunk, in which they had concealed 
the corpse, and drove to M illerv. H ere 
they dum ped the body into a ravine, while 
E yraud smashed the trunk to atom s with a 
sledge ham m er. 
Three hours later the 
m urderer and hi3 sw eetheart took the train 
to Marseilles, where they rem ained in con­ 
cealm ent until A ugust 29th, when they 
suddenly left for London. 
From there 
they went to Liverpool and took passage 
to San Francisco where Gabrielle Bom­ 
pard, repenting the part she had taken in 
the m urder, made a confession to Guer- 
anger, and was by him induced to return 
to France and m ake a confession.

The American am usem ent 
syndicate, 
w hich raised the money to send the show 
to Paris, wa9 organized under the laws of 
the State of New Jersey, w ith a capital of 
$150,000. One of the subscriben was John 
P. Jones, S e n a to r

the Sagebrush 
State, who ¡3 also k n o w n to ail Californi­ 
ans. 
He was down for $10,000. 
E tch of the purchasers of a $5,000 share 
was to receive 1 per cent, oí the gross re­ 
ceipts during the six m onths’ performance 
ai Paris 
The W ild West has heen doing a 
good business in the tour in the South of 
France and in Italy. N ext week it will be 
in Rome. 
Nate Saulsburv, who is here trying to 
arrange a London season, has persistently 
refused to be interviewed about the charges 
of some of ;he m em bers of the syndicate 
against the m a n a g e m e n t of the show, be­ 
cause he did n o t believe they came from 
any responsible m an in the syndicate. 
Saulsbury thought that the syndicate did 
not actually raise $150.000 cash, nor even 
$10,000, and that the expenses of a site and 
buildings in Paris were less than the latter 
sum . It is very iikely that when all the 
facts are known, it will be found that the 
shares allotted to some of the m em bers of 
the syndicate by no m eans represent the 
cash paid in, but were given for purely pro­ 
fessional considerations.
